I could not doubt the Truth of any part of the 
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college. He would always expreſs in few words his 
Deteſtation of the new Eminent Practiſers. There is 
nothing in them but Impudence, no folid Knowledge 
either of Diſtempers or Medicines : They are only the 
Apes of their Predeceſſors, They and the inlatiable 4- 
pot hetaries will deſtroy their Profefion and our Trade. 
I could readily believe, that rhe Apothecaries abſolute 
Power over the Houtes had perverted the greater Part 


Patients for their Advantage, but I could not prevail 
on my ſelf to think; that being commonly Reported 
the beſt in Europe, they could be aſſerted by him to be 
the moſt ignorant in the World. In not many days, a 

very ſmall piece of Phyſick, A Letter from Bath, 40 Dr. 
R. ot Tunbridge, was cry'd about by the Hawkers. 
The unſteadineſs of the Doctors Judgment is largely ſet 
forth, decrying the Bath Waters, which prefery'd his 
Life, Tis true, an Advertiſement in the Gazette de- 
clar'd, that no ſettled Inhabitant of rhe Bath had any 
hand in Writing it, but it does not inform us of any 
Improvement of the uſe of the Waters, or any Extra- 
ordinary Cures perform'd by him, nor of any Neſtrum 
or Notable Medicine of his Invention to take with them, 
and aſſiſt their Operation. About the fame time Eliza, 
an Epich, Poem, was Publiſhd. My Shop was every 
hour hIVd with Shoals of the Curious to lee the Cha- 
racter of Lopez, p. 259. My Shew-Book was quickly 
ſullied and lay open in that part. Many came to take 
a taſte of it and withdrew. One day two ſtrong Bri- 
gades of the oppoſite Parties filld all the lower Rooms 
of my Houſe, Fhe Deſcription of Lopez mult be read 
aloud, A furious Comempt happen d concerning theſe 
Party-Wits and Party» Phyſicians. This and the for- 
mer Poems were decry'd as abſurd and monſtrous in 
many Inſtances, The Verſes quored in the Diſpenſary- 
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of the Phyſicians to be Falſe and Treacherous to their

the Juleps and Boles, and the Mineral Waters 
cure all the Diſtempers of Mankind. Thefe Warr: 
the natural Infuſions, are admirable in many Cates. 
but would have greater Eftects, if ſupported by th: 
inimitable Mixtures and Varietigs of the Principle: ©! 
the Plants. Tou will be convinc'd, when you {hi 
more nicely examine this great Affair, that all he 
Cures of the Diſeaſes are effected by the natur 
Strength aſſiſted by Change of Air, Exerciſe, &: ©: 
by the ſhuffling ot now one, then 2 or 3 other of e 
Bor: ſtick Receits, or the lately experienc't, old an 
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rd Preſcription of that Sort of Medicine, Mankind 
tirſt us'd and mult return to. It is ſurprizing that the 
Lopeze: (the Apoſtates have another View)ſhould pre- 
{me to affront the Publick, by offering only the di- 
ilhd Waters to all Diſeaſes. I challenge them and 
the Apothecaries Favourites 10 make a Reply to the 
Arguments of the Diſcourſes (H. and 1.) on this Sub- 
ect. The Authoritics of the molt eminent Phyſi- 
cians of this and the laſt Century, Ferzelius, Langius, 
Foreſtus, Platerus, Medelius, Racutus, Conringiusy 
Angelus Sala, Thonerus, Helmont, Patin, Manger, 
& c. who exprelly condemn and explode the Waters, 
had more Learning and Experience, made more Ob- 
{eryations in their Laboratories, than the preſent Em- 
piricks of the Faculty without Learning and Induſtry 
aan aſſume. The Gentlemen will in theſe Difcourles 
ooſerve, that the Compound Waters are and can be 
iy the Brandy Spiric with the burning Oils of the 
\romatick Plants. Nothing can conſume the Blood 
and Spirits more than Brandy, or the frequent Uſe of 
the other Spirits. It waſts the oily Principle of the 
Blood, but adds nothing to it, it flies away from 
the Mals, after it has inſlam'd it; not one particle of 
che Brandy Spirit is drawn off from it in Diſtillation. 
The Juleps of theſe hot Waters were not many Ages 
afrer the Invention, advis d, but in Faintneſſes and 
cold and flatulent Complaints of the Stomach. The 
deluded Patient is cheer d on, till the Spirits are burnt 
way, and the Blood vitiated, and can expect no Re- 
covery, but from the natural Remedies, which ſhall 
tortunately fill the Spaces between the Juleps. You' 
muſt therefore command the Gentlemen, when ar- 
rivd to the Age of thirty, to examine this Point, to:

be infus'd cold or with Heat, that whether more ges. 
tle or the ſtronger of Decoction, what Additions my 
be made to give Pleaſantneſs and Gratefulneſs to th: 
Medicine: whether in many the Extract is preler- 
ble to the Tincture, or in others not to be us d, 
the Subſtance of the Plant, The Gentlemen tber. 
fore muſt never expect theſe aſſurd Rernedies, wi:i!: 
the Phylicians never examine their Qualities and . 
parations, but ſcrible, as they may, afloon as they 
pleaſe, by Memory, to the Shops 3 or 4 vulgar O.. 
coctions, and Elixirs, and Tinctures, and never vr! 
one Title for Fear of the Blunders, our Apothecorics 
expoſe them for, altho' their own Knowledge mul! 
be confin'd within the narrow Patterns of their Ho- 
tors, You muſt beſides inform the Gentry, tha! 
the College lately has ſolemnly declar'd the neceſſiij 
of amending and improving the Medicines deſign d 
for the common Uſe, but that the Society ſhall never 
be able to reform them, till the Members ſhall firſt 
in their own Laboratories retreive the Philoſophy 0 
the moſt rational Preparations, then in the publick 
Laboratory of the College make the moſt ſevere Ex2- 
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minations of the Excellence of every Preparation to 
 publiſh't by them. | 

You will fear no Reply, but what the Surgeons 
ave often had, when they coraplain'd of the Apothe- 
caries ſeizing a great Part of their Buſineſs. It is a 
very childiſh and abſurd one, that they will be at 
large, and will not part with their natural Liberty 
of being bled and cut and plaiſter d byan Apothecary, 
then any Cafe is bad, they will fend for the Surgeon. 
He ſhall dreſs the Uicer, and teach their Apothecary 
play the Surgeon upon all Occaſions afterward. I 
aſſerted it childiſh ro withdraw themſelves from the 
Uſe of the Wiſdom of their Anceſtors and the Law, 
which has provided for them more prudently, than 
hey are able for themſelves, The title Boy {lips his 
Hand from the Nurſe or Servant, and will be at large, 
and fail down, and break his Fore-head, and cries ar 
che Sight of the Blood. I will leave you to argue 
he Caſe more fully. M hen the Surgeon is after ma- 
ny Neglects ſent for to bleed the Gentleman in the 


Jugular, or ſcarriſie him: Will be run his Lancet 


through his Neck, and ſcarrify very much and very 
cep? No, he will not: But it is impoſuble, the fre- 
guent Affronts ſball not ſhake his Mind, and abate in 
2 vaſt Degree, the Zeal of the moſt forwarded Cure. 
The Arguments from the Expence operate moſt 
Wongly. Will the Surgeon in che Demand tor the 
Care of a Fiſtula, c. make our Gentlemen pay for 
the Operations, the Apothecary was before fully 
paid for? Moſt certainly. Can the Surgeons arrive 
o the greateſt Perfection in their Buſanels under theſe 
Diſcouragements? The Families have no Seace of 
me Calamities of the Publick. But the Loſs of our 
$:2-men and Soldiers, the Defefts of our Surgeons at 
bome muſt be imputed to the Injuſtice of the Magi- 
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ſtrate, who ſuffers the Apothecary to deſert his 
Station, and break in upon the Right and Prop 
of che Art, If therefore our Libertinage and 
nous Contempt of all Order are more oppreſſivæ 
deſtructive to us, than Tyranny, we muſt have 
courſe to the Laws : which equally ſecure the 
and the Patient, the Honours and Rewards o 
one, and rhe Health and Life of the other.

cians, undertaking the Cure of Diſeaſes they cannot dill 
cover.their Mildnefs or latent Malignity : blling vp 
the numbers of their Doſes in all Dif: ales, of What 
forts and differences ſoeyer ; having never been ex- 
amin'd or warranted by the Allowance of the Go- 
vernment; acknowledging very often that the Deaths 
of the Patients are made by them, when they run 
haſtily. for a Doctor, that they may die in other 
Hands: Knowing, that our Doctors are made matt: 
gnorant, not permitted ro fee their Shops, to learn 
the Natures and Mixtures of Medicines, nor ſuffer'd 
oy them to prepare any themſelves; and therefore 
by them aſſerted, io make ltrange. Blunders in every 
taing they write, nor allow'd; to acquire any Skill 
by having any one entire Diſeaſe: ſelecting only the 
moſt illiterate Phyſician, to aſſiſt their Cuſtomers and 
Oy: their Practice malt bs from the blunder- 
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ed Medicines they receive from them ; defigning the 
Deſtruction of the College by the baſeſt and falſeſt 
Calumnies on the moſt generous Atrempts for the 
publick Service, aggravating yearly and perpetua- 
ting the lamentable Diſtreſſes of the ſick, by the ne- 
ver- ceaſing Augmenrations of their Numbers. The 
Seniors boldly ſaid, that every Trade always made its 
way to the beſt Advantage, unlefs the Magiſtrate or 
the Peopie ſtop it; that if rhe Vintners and Ale-Me:. 
came into the private | Houſes, and meaſur'd the 
Draughts, as they do, and perform'd many other Ser- 
vices, they would ſoon come up to them, that the 
Phyſicians may fave their own Profeſſion, as they can, 
by recovering their Learning, by.their diligence and 

Affection to their Patients, they fear'd nothing but 
the National Juſtice, The young Men lately {ci 
up , could hardly ſpeak their Confaboi and Grict 
that their Maſters had abus'd them, pretending to 
their Parents, that, while there are ſweetning Phy- 
ſicians, the Numbers and Rates of the little Doſs. 
will maintain Apothecaries without End; that they 
could not live now without the Money from the 
Prentices to ſupport their Families; that the over- 
ſtocking the Trade would be their certain Ruinc, 
that their Cuſtomers began to diſcover, that they 
give nothing but the Brandy-Draughts and Treacie- 
Boles, at 100 times above their Price, and to ſuſpect 
that all that die are kilfd by them: But that they 
had not from their Maſters any more ſafe or effica- 
cious Remedies, and that thoſe , - which will foon 
cure a Diſeaſe, will infallibly undo them, living on! 
by the Sale of the Phyſick. I ſuddenly turn'd from 
them and form'd the Reſolution I will never part from, 
' While I live, I will take care of the People commit- 


ted to me, I will inflame all my Brethren the Clergy, 
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to preſerve theirs from Robbery and preſent Death, 
by the deteſtable preſent Practice. The Magiſtrate 
puniſhes the Offenders for the Facts committed, it is 
our Duty to prevent the Crimes by removing the 
Cauſe, rhe univerſal Depravation of our Manners 
We muſt in our Sermons 1n the place of controverted 
Points, of leſs Moment, preſs the great Duties of 
the Sick applying to the Phyſicians, and of their In- 
duſtry and Fidelity to them. Our Zeal for the Pre- 
ſervation of our Flock muſt like the Fire on the Altar, 
be always ardent, never extinct. The Clock ſtrikes 
the Hour and beſides ſhews us the Moments of the 
Motions of Time, we muſt diligently employ to the 
greateſt Ends. The Phyſicians of the Soul muſt ob- 
ſerve the neceflary Diligence of the other, who dare 
not rely on univerſal Remedies, but muſt diſcover 
the Cauſes, and Types of Diſeaſes, and adapt the ap- 
propriate Medicine to every Conſtitution; we muſt 
viſit at their Houſes our Lopezes, and oblige them to 
leave their Debauchery and Idleneſs, depending on the 
Setters to raiſe their Fame , with their own Preſum- 
prion and impudent Characters of themſelves, and 
the baſeſt Defamation of the other Collegiates. The 
Apothecaries Slaves muſt be rowz'd to a Sence of the 
Obligation of their Oaths, and the Extortions they 
contrive and their Outrages on the Life of the fick, 
who confide on them. The Our-liers muſt be ſent 
by us to the College, to aſſiſt it in the Detection and 
Cure of the moſt dangerous Empiriciſm, to forward 
the great Improvements of the Knowledge of Diſca- 
ſes and Medicines. We muſt convince them, that the 
Apothecaries deſign their Deſtruction, as well as the 
Society, and will in few years leave them only the 
lat Extremities of the deadly Dileaſes, that they and

ent, and the Emylations of the Advancements of the

Diſcip ines to invite to or inforce them. The Hap- 
pineſs and Safety of all Governments are chiefly owing 
to our preventing Care, to our reſtoring Vertue to 
the common Eſteem and Honours, to our making 
Vice and Immorality, che molt dreaded Diſeaſes of a:!

to omit no opportunity to execute it, our Exams

Py, and, as all the found parts of the Body, 
aletul and ſubſervient to the Life of the whole, 
Our Debauchees have Enacted it a Violation of the 
haracter of a Gentleman to interpoſe to prevent 
their own Destruction. It has been 2 piece of our 
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_  State-Policy to improve the Revenue by the mu 
plied Temptations to Exceſs, to Vices moſt ruino:; 
to Health, to Induſtry, to the Obedience to the Laws, 
to the Regard and Deference to the Magiſtracy, 
Trade has claim'd a Privilege of importing the Lu!

ging Immoralities, The People mult not be diſturb d, 
when they harter away their Vertues, their Life, for 
the Dommodities imported.

Remedies pretend to a Security under «r 
general Traders, claim the uncontroul'd Liberty 
making the greateſt Conſumption of them by e 
ſtroying the Univerſities and the Profeſſion of Phy- 
ſick, which can only preſcribe their Uſe, If the Fa. 
culty of Phyſick is in the greateſt danger, and the 
Life of the Subject with it, we muſt alſo reflect, tha: 
the enormous Libertinage may affect us, when 
People tumultuouſly demand to be left at large, us- 
der no Direction or Reſtraint.
